brother in black; but they aro negroes, and 
no scnsibii! darkey is ashamed of the name. 
It vrc do call them niggers, it:« just like 
calling tho ]ix".i:ins "Injuiis," or tho New 
Enslar.dor* '• Yankees." >fo»t all tho races 
have a nickname, aad thoro is no propriety 
in calling ft black man a colored mail, for 
-black is not called ;i color. 


When u'o contcmiilatu the no^roasaruoo, 


wo should do so mtiillie same philosophy 
that 11 great traveler like Bayard Taylor 
studied the racer, he met in bis travels. 
Races have their trails ami characteristics 
just like auimuls have them—like- horses, 
und cows, and do^s. My shepherd dog had 
.no traiaia?, buthc takes the sheep to tha 
pasture iu the morning and KOOS alter them 
in the evening, ;i:id is perfectly happy in 
that business. My pointer had a like in- 
stinct lor birds. 'I'be Jeu-s inherit tl lovo 
ior trading, in clothing and dry-goods, and 
the race is' adapted to it. Their love of. 
country is limited, very limited, and so they 
are scattered all over the lace of- the earth. 
Their ambition, their aim in life, is to accu- 
mulate money, and the lapse of centuries 
has made no change in their traits or in- 
stincts, their Imliils or thoir religion. 


The negro is u distinct race and has or- 


iginal traits and habits and emotions just 
as other races have. Until we can change 
his color, his lips, hir. 1105:1 and the shn-po of 
his craniim:, we o:m not change his nature. 
Features and Itr.sansenta always indicate 
character, nnd thcsu aro stamped upon the 
ncffroby the Creator. We u:in change his 
habits, and they do bec'Oinu changed by con- 
tact, with r.ioiv'.iiLoraan when in a state of 
dependence- upon him. But remove him from 
that contact, and ttia grosser instincts of his 
Taccure sure to return, Contact, associa- 
tion, nearness u:id dependence is his 
safety. Kobir.son Crusoe's man Friday stolo 
away to oat the human meat '.hat the canni- 
bals left. The most faithful watch dog will 
sometimes steal away by night to prey upon 
a flock of sheep. His wolllsh nataro comes 
over him with an irrsislible impulse. 


The negro loves tho present good and has 


no motive or desire for tho accumulation of 
riches. Unlilic tho whito man ho never 
cheats or swindles anybody. Solomon said 
thaf'a lie Btielreth close in tlio joints between 
buyer aad seller." "Woll, it did with the 
Jows and the Cenlilc.i, too, three thousand 
years ago, and it sticlrcth thcro yet—cither 
the lie direct, or tho truth concealed. 
But 


not so with the negro. He has no fltness 
•for conceiving or tolling n lie in a trade nor 
does ho suspect that the whito man. is lying 


, to him, and therefore is ir.ore easily 'cheated. 


A conscientious merchant to'.d mo that ho 
cou'.d sell a red Shawl to a negro for a dollar 
as easily as for fifty ceu'.s. Uulilie the whito 
man tho negro never steals on a large 
scale. Ho would not rob a bank. If he finds 
a pocket-book full of money ho will take it 
to his employer. But ho will steal a chicken, 
or a breast-pin, or a dollar, or a half bushel 
of corn with perfect oatisfaction and a 
peaceful conscience. 


Small pilfering is thi extent of his capaci- 


ty and inclination—when my stable boy 
finds a hen nest i expect him 10 bring mo 
about half the eggs—when our cook hides a 
little flouer my wife shuts her eyes and 
says nothing for sho says it hurts their 
feelings to bo accused when they are guilty. 
The young negroes who nurse and blaclc 
shoes and run on crrnr.ds about town aro 
stealing all the time, we hire them with 
that expectation. There is hardly an ex- 
ception to tho rule, neither talking nor 
persuasion nor threatening nor Sunday- 
schools nor preaching nor praying wi.U 
have any effect. They steal by nature they 
can't help it. We have quit presenting them 
to tho court—quit sending ihem 10 Vho 
chair-"anff. 
Tho toivn marshal says he 


feel it. It is perfectly natural to him, for 
he is nothing but, u chiiil as Jong as ho lives. 
Education makes no difference—that is a 
common education. You can hardly find a 
negro over ten and under thirty who can 
not read and write, but these college 
darkies are no account—neither the males 
nor the females. They are vagabonds. 


But for hard 
work, contented work, 


humble work, their places can cot bo lil'.ed 
on tho drays and tho steamboats, and the 
railroads. 
"Who would do '.he -white man's 


"bidding with so little muriiiui-iiig and so 
much cheerfulness. The negro is an im- 
portant factor in Southern 
homes and 


Southern industries, and, with nil hi;/ 
faults, wo like him. That ho loves tha 
South aud cor people is manifest, for lie 


not leavo his 
domicile, and rarely 


changes his employer. Cut few of them 
accumulate any thing, and, as a race, they 
never will, for it is their nature to cnjcv 
to-day and let tho morrow take caro or 


i:6xV.f. They will spend their Ir.at dollar on 
a "seurohica," or a circus, or a water- 
mellon. 
Is ho free! Not much; ho still belongs 


to tho whito man, and is controlled by him. 
He is about as free as our children, aud 
they arc freer than they ought to bo. The 
farmer who has negroes hired for wages, 
or cropping on shares is pretty much their 
master. Ho gets thoir labor for about tho 
same he used to before freedom came— 
that is, for their food and clothing and 
doctor1 s bills. The South lost nothing by 
their freedom. 
Thoro was no proilt in 


slave labor. The caro of the young ar.d tho 
old, and tho nick was a fair set-off to tho 
labor of the able-bodied slaves. 


It was tho love ar.d prido of dominion that 


KUVO the value to slavery. When the daugh- 
ter married or tho son set up for himself a 
portion was givoa as s. patrimony, and that 
portion was usually in household domestics. 
Thcso domestics in early childhood selected 
their young master or their young mistress. 
The three families of twelve servants that 
camo to my wife on her marriage had been 
considered hers for years. The faithful 
Tippecanoo is hers yet, and Mr. Lincoln's 
proclamation had no more effect upon linn 
than pouring water ou a ducli's back. "Tip" 
is not so near to us au our children, but ho 
is almost. Tip has known no want or suf- 
fering and ho shall know note, and my 
tears should Dow as fast at his gravo as his 
would Dow at mine. Dominion is tho prido 
of a rmin—dominion over something. A ne- 
gro is proud if he owns a 'possum dog and 
can make him come and go when he pleases. 
A poor man is proud if ho owns a horso and" 
a cow and some razor-back hogs. 


Tho thrifty farmer is proud if ho owns 


some. bottom land and a top buggy, and can 
tako the load in his country church. Tho 
big boy loves dominion ovor his littlo broth- 
er and the father over all. Wealthy corpo- 
rations, railroad kings and princely plant- 
ers lovo tho dominion over their employes, 
and there is nothing wrong or oppressive 
about it when it is humanely exercised. In- 
deed It is generally an agreeable relation 
between tho poor laborer and the rich em- 
ployer. Dominion dignilles a man now just 
as it, did in tho days of the centurion who 
said I say unto tho man, go, ar.d ho gocth, 
ond to that man, come, ar.d ho comoth. It 
was tho charm of tho dominion that was tho 
chief attraction of th" institution of slavery. 
It had its abuses, but. they have been gross- 
ly exaggerated. In the main it was a kind, 
patriarchal relation. The negro had lovo 
and rospoot for his wealthy master, but 
nono for a poor white man, and ho has nono 
yot,

Something About tho New Hnnsru»co That 


Is to Uocomo tho Unlrorniil Mudlain of 
Intercourse TlirougUout tlio World. 
People aro beginning to ask: "What i3 


Volflpuir, which is now and then mentioned 
in the newspapers? What does it mean, and 
for whaf is it ir. tended I"' 


It scorns probable thiit thoro may bo 


a growing interest in tho subject in this 
country as there ha.s boon in Germany, 
Franco and Russia, for Volapu'it is tho name 
of a new language which, it is tho dream of 
its author and bis disciples, may become of 
universal use throughout the \vorld. 


It is the invention ol a German Catholic 


priost, Jobann Martin Schloycr, of Con- 
3tir.cc, Germany, who was bom in 1331. 
From childhood ho had a passion for lan- 
guages, many of which he mastered. In. 
1379'he published his system of a new scien- 
tific language,. which ho named Volapuk. 
It contains as few words as possible (only 
about thirteen thousand in al'.), is absolute- 
ly regular in its construction, nucl consists 
o£ t'.ie simplest words drawn from tho £our 
or five languages in common use iu Europe. 
The grammar is complete in sixteen pages, 
und so simple in its construction that it is 
said any ordinary person can learn enough 
of the language in a lew weeks to conduct 
a common business correspondence. 


Considering tbe short time that it has 


been before the world, Volapulc has mado 
astonishing progress. 
Throughout Ger- 


many, 'Austria, France, Russia, Spain, Italy, 
Holland, Sweden and other parts of Europe, 
many societies have been formed for its ad- 
vancement, and tho students tiro numbered 


language in various parts of the world. 


Those who have taken it up appear to be 


satisfied with this latest endeavor to de- 
stroy the tower of Babel which still remains 
in tUe world,aad are impressed with tho pros- 
pects of the new language. It is believed 
that tho day is not far distant when thoro 
will bo some person in every large -commer- 
cial house, telegraph office1 or newspaper, 
who will understand Volapulc.and by moans 
of it will bo able to communicate, without 
tho necessity of translations, with every 
cation on the globe where • Volapuk is 
known. 


Up to this time the subject has received 


but limited attention in the United States, 
bnt as there aro a few enthusiastic stu- 
dents of it, and the matter is nowbcginnmg 
to creep into tho newspapers, it may be ex- 
pected that Jt will excite more interest 
from this tirae on.
